The cursor is your new pencil - 
just place it on the board and 
press the control buttons to 

• Record coordinate location 

• Establish an origin 

• Indicate recording completion 

• Delete wrong data points 



DISPLAY 

The display indicates the X,Y lo- 
cation of the cursor on the board. 
Since you can establish your ori- 
gin anywhere on the work surface, 
the display gives you a constant 
check of your location relative to 
your drawing coordinates.
